Highway Agent's Report 


In submitting my report as Highway Agent, I fully realize 
the mistakes, as such, are wholly mine. The success, if such 
there has been, I ean claim only a part. Not being able to do 
all that needed to: be done, such localities were selected for 
‘improvement as seemed to be in need of first attention, and 
where material to perform the work was available. 

In some sections of the town there is evidently nothing what- 
ever suitable to repair with, and it is a well-known fact that 
much of the material we are forced to use (gravel so called) 
is not of sufficient quality nor quantity to obtain lasting results. 

If something more substantial were to be used, even though 
the cost would be greater, I believe it would prove economy in 
the end. 

Many of our cross streets and outside roads are in rather 
poor condition, and it will require several years to put them all 
in shape. 

The bridge at Perkins’ Hill will have to be repaired, if not 
wholly rebuilt, the coming season. If the structure is to be of 
wood again, it ought to be raised to keep the surface water 
from flowing on it as at present, which has shortened the life 
of the wood several years. 

The bridge over Great River on Kensington Road was 
replanked the past year. Some replanking on other bridges 
will have to be done the coming season and some painting ought 
to be done. 

Partly by reason of the mildness of the winter there is a sub- 
stantial sum of money unexpended to the credit of the depart- 
ment. In addition to this, in order that we may be able to 
carry on the work of road improvement I would recommend 
that eleven thousand, five hundred dollars be raised for that 
purpose at the annual March meeting.

Public Library Report 


SECRETARY’S REPORT 


The books in the library, excluding the Perry collection, 
number at present 18,302. The total number of books given, 
out during the past year was 31,690, which is almost three 
thousand more than last year. These books are classified as 
follows: Fiction, 20,025; juvenile department, 5,733; historical 
and general literary subjects, 5,932. Five hundred and five 
new books have been added, 240 of these being credited to the 
Merrill funds; also 25 books have beenreplaced, and 25 volumes 
of magazines bound. 

Four hundred and seventy-three cards have been issued 
during the current year, 284 to townspeople and 189 to stu- 
dents of the Academy. 

That the library is one of Exeter’s most helpful institutions 
need not be stated. Its reading and reference rooms are daily 
visited by many, who receive every courtesy and assistance 
from the efficient and willing librarian and her assistants. 

One of the library’s most urgent needs is a system of ven- 
tilation, but the cost this would entail cannot be met from the 
town’s liberal appropriation. The substitution of electricity 
for gas for lighting purposes would, in part at least, remedy 
existing conditions and would certainly conduce to comfort 
in summer. The committee recommend that last year’s ap- 
propriation of $2,200 be renewed and that the recommended 
appropriation for the provision of electric installation be 
granted.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of Robinson Seminary: 


During the past ten years there has been a gradual but steady 
increase in the enrolment of pupils in the Seminary. The 
present registration, 327, is the largest the school has ever 
known. In 1909 I called your attention to the over-crowded 
condition in the lower classes and you temporarily relieved 
the congestion by using the art room for the entering class and 
the biology room for the art classes, transferring the work in 
biology and physiology to the physical laboratory. This year 
we are confronted with sixty pupils in the entering class, twice 
the maximum number which ought to be assigned to one 
teacher. There are no out-of-town pupils in the two lower 
classes, the increase comes entirely from Exeter. There are 
no more class rooms which can be used to relieve the situation, 
hence it is clear that if pupils and teachers are to be given a 
fair chance to do satisfactory work, two more rooms ought to 
be provided. It seems to me that parents who have daughters 
in either of the two lower classes ought clearly to understand 
this situation. 

In these classes the teachers have been doing the best work 
they could possibly do with so many pupils; in the higher 
classes the same excellent work has been done as that to which 
I alluded in my report for last year. After his examination of 
the work of the Seminary near the close of the last school year 
the Deputy State Superintendent rendered a report which 
more than confirmed the very high praise which has come to 
the school from several different sources during the past few 
years. 

The direct method which last year’s report discussed in some 
detail in connection with the class work in German is this year 
being used in French with the same gratifying results that 
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were then noted for German. The first year class is reading 
more than double the number of pages of French that the State 
Secondary Programme of Studies suggests and the second 
year class nearly three times the amount suggested for the 
second year. Pupils not only read much more readily in class 
than they did when following the method formerly used, but 
also do, in addition, a considerable amount of independent 
reading outside of the class room. There is no definite re- 
quirement for outside reading, each pupil reads as her interest 
dictates. One senior this year already has read nine books, 
aggregating about 1000 pages. At the same rate she will 
read within the year about 1600 pages in addition to the class 
room work. | ; 

The final year’s work in the home economics course is now 
being given, and for the first time since the Seminary was 
founded Domestic Arts diplomas will be given in June to those 
who complete the course. We believe that the year’s study of 
household management, including the keeping of household 
accounts, will be of practical value. It is found that girls are 
using at home the knowledge which they have gained in this 
course. They show by their work a grasp of problems con- 
nected with every day life. It seems that success is attending 
the final attempt of the course to teach girls some things which 
every woman ought to know. 

The new hardwood floors and the painting which your 
Board authorized during the summer have distinctly added to 
the cheerfulness of the rooms which were renovated and to 
the pleasure and success of school work in them. The change 
has been greatly appreciated. 

Two changes in teachers were this year necessary because 
of the resignations of Miss Charlotte: H. Berry, teacher of 
music, and Miss Bertha M. Fisher, teacher of drawing. The 
new teachers, Miss Doris A. Melchert and Miss Edith M. 
Patten, are succeeding well in their special subjects. 

The further addition of two instructors this year is a decided 
help in the work of the school. Miss Mabel Hanson, a graduate 
of Simmons College, assistant in the home economics course, 
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adds materially to the teaching efficiency of this department. 
The work of Miss Esther Watson in aesthetic gymnastics 
is of great value from the standpoint of physical health. In 
addition to the exercises which she is giving to the separate 
classes Miss Watson is also giving corrective gymnastics to 
several girls. 

The same high standard of teaching efficiency which was 
noted last year has marked the entire work of the present year. 
The same fine courtesy and encouragement which the Board of 
Trustees has accorded the instructors in the past has helped 
them this year to reach the high water mark of usefulness as 
teachers.

You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall, in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects:

11th. On petition of Rufus N. Elwell and twelve others:
